The Zhang et al. patent discloses cracking gasoline feedstock in a riser 
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olefins, sulfur and nitrogen concentrations in gasoline. Preheated gasoline is 
contacted with catalyst having no more than 2.0 wt-% carbon deposition and a 

temperature of below 600°C The gasoline product has an olefin content reduced 
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to below 20 wt-% and sulfur and nitrogen contents are also reduced. The figures 
and parts of the tables in this reference include translated English notations on 
the face of the reference. Additionally, the claims have been translated into 
English for descriptive purposes. 

The Xu et al. publication from Petroleum Processing and Petrochemicals 
discloses reacting gasoline over an FCC spent catalyst to obtain a reduction in 
olefin concentration of 12 wt-% and an increase in isoparaffin and aromatics 
concentration by 6%. Translated English notations are made on pages 2-4 of this 
reference as well. 
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
